pm by Chairman Richard Cutler. Also present were 
Selectman Naida Parker, Selectman Patricia Ryan, Town 
Administrator James Huntoon, and Administrative 
Assistant Veronica Lafreniere. 

The board first met in Executive Session with 
ORR School Superintendent Betty Quinn and Rochester 
School Committee Chairman Shirley Bourque to discuss 
pending contract issues with the teacher's union. They 
would resume the meeting in Open Session at 7:20 pm. 

After unanimously approving the minutes of the 
June 18 meeting and the Executive Session minutes from 
the same date, the board considered rescinding their 
previous vote to accept the name "Noble Knoll Road" for 
a new public way. According to Selectman and Town 
Clerk Naida Parker, after consulting her records there 
already exists a street named "Oak Knoll Road" in town 
off Neck Road. It was feared this would cause some 
confusion in similar-sounding addresses. As such, the 
board unanimously voted to rescind their previous 
unanimous vote to accept the road name and agreed to 
contact the residents who made the initial request to have 
them make another suggestion. 

A similar road-naming request was also made to 
designate a public way as "Foss Farm Lane" off Mendell 
Road. There being no existing streets with similar-sound- 
ing names, the board unanimously voted to accept and 
approve this request. Lastly, the board endorsed an 
Agricultural Preservation Restriction (APR) for 15 acres of 
farmland located off Walnut Plain Road owned by Ben 
and Sue Gilmore. This will permanently protect the 
property in open space and limit the property for agricul- 
tural use. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Huntoon said he received a report from Independent 
Associates outlining the recent assessment of the town's 
disability needs. With these stringent requirements being 
met, Mr. Huntoon feels the town can "little by little start 
working on (handicap-accessibility) issues to qualify for 
the RDA loan." 

In other matters, Mr. Huntoon informed the 
board that they have a preconstruction meeting for the 
Rochester Senior Center project planned for later in the 
week; the board has been invited to meet with the Person- 
nel Board on July 10 at 6:00 pm to meet their new mem- 
bers; and the town has made the final payment on the 
new Town Highway Barn project and have obtained an 
occupancy permit for the facility.

tee, an ad hoc committee of the Conservation Commission 
(ConCom) and Town Forest Committee appointed by the 
Board of Selectmen: Helen Duryea; Laurene Gerrior; 
Arnold Johnson; John Hall; Sandra A. Keese; Veronica 
Lafreniere; Peter Mathieu; Rosemary T. Smith; and 
Lynnea Walker. All have expressed interest in serving and 
the newly-revived committee was planning to have a 
kickoff meeting on June 27 at 7:00 pm. 

Selectman Ryan had concerns about appointing 
anyone to this committee until the ConCom appointed 
someone to serve on the Soil Conservation Board. "I'm 
sorry ... as far as I'm concerned, we asked to make this 
appointment some time ago," Selectman Ryan said.

newly-reformed Open Space and Recreation Committee. 

Pamela Robinson next submitted a letter express- 
ing her interest in serving on the town's Historical Com- 
mission. The board unanimously voted to appoint Ms. 
Robinson to the commission for a term to expire in June of 
2004. 

The board also received an invitation to attend 
the Greater New Bedford Women's Center's Open House, 
to be held on July 12 from 6:00 to 8:00 pm. 

In other matters, the board: 

• Noted State Representative William Straus 
advised them that the Mary's Pond Bill had been en- 
dorsed by the House of Representatives and was now 
being sent on to the State Senate for approval.

weren't necessary, and that has created problems in 
enforcing permit requirements. 

"I think anyone who has taken out an Earth 
Removal Permit and has removed gravel should be 
required to pay the necessary fees to the town ... as if it 
were a (commercial) gravel operation from the begin- 
ning," Chairman Cutler said. "We've got to treat this like 
someone owing back taxes." 

"If we don't get this fixed, we're going to have a 
mishmash of (earth removal) operations in town," Select- 
man Ryan agreed. "We'll have a situation where the right 
hand won't know what the left hand is doing." 

The board unanimously voted to first send a 
strong letter to the Conservation Commission, requesting 
that they appoint a representative to the Soil Conservation 
Board. They also agreed to look into the rules and regula- 
tions governing Earth Removal Permits to make sure that 
active permits are meeting their requirements in terms of 
hours of operation. 

"I do want to make it clear that the three active 
members of the (Soil Conservation Board) have been 
working diligently to correct past mistakes," Chairman 
Cutler said. "It's just that attendance has been a problem." 

• Agreed to send letters to the towns of 
Middleboro and Acushnet, requesting them to suggest a 
couple of dates on which the town officials could "walk 
the bounds" between Rochester and their community.

the water runoff from the proposed site was a constant problem 
for neighboring homes since the police station was built. 
Sullivan said the wetlands issue was under review by the local 
Conservation Commission (let's see what wisdom is applied 
here) and added that he would be surprised if the ConCom 
didn't agree with the proposed plans. He said detention basins 
will hold the water and then gradually release it into the nearby 
brook. Lee said the brook is already over-worked and asked how 
much water the basin will hold. Sullivan said he would get back 
to Lee with the answer. 

Another unanswered question: As to the overseeing of 
the basins to make sure they are adequately functioning, 
Sullivan said the task would fall to the Conservation Commis- 
sion and Board of Health with the ConCom mandating an 
operation maintenance plan. 

Lanagan said he would stand behind his word — 
which is what? He said the developers are going to the sewer 
board on June 27 to discuss a tie-in for the project. This brought 
forth questions about other areas that are scheduled for tie-ins 
and whether the capacity with the Fairhaven Sewage Treatment 
Plant, to which the town is tied, would be exceeded. Stay tuned 
and make your protests heard.

IGUANAS 

I recently went to buy an iguana but the person at the pet 
shop wanted me to send a lot of money on a fancy light and 
an under the tank heater. Was he trying to rip me off? 
No, he was trying to insure good health in the iguana. 
Ultraviolet lights are vital to the health of iguanas. 
Without a light that produces utraviolet radiation the 
iguana will die of rickets. This is by far the most com- 
mon cause of death of pet iguanas. 

Why would an iguana need a heater? 
Iguanas are poikilothermic (cold blooded) and need 
an external heat source to maintain their body tem- 
perature. Their bodies function best when they can el- 
evate their temperatures to 95°F during the day and 
lower them to 75°F at night. A heat lamp above the 
tank and a heater below the tank accomplish this best.

Summer Safety Tips 

The United States Coast Guard Auxiliary, "we 
care," reminds their fellow boaters that hot summer 
weather poses special safety concerns. During the sum- 
mer season the effects of the sun, and heat, combined with 
the marine boating environment prompts special precau- 
tions. 

If the sun can damage paint, imagine what it can 
do to unprotected skin and eyes. A sunscreen with a high 
SPF number should be worn. Recent studies have shown 
that these products lose their effectiveness both in the 
bottle and on the skin. They should be purchased fresh at 
least annually, stored aboard in a cooler since heat tends 
to break down their preservatives, and should be reap- 
plied often. UVA (Ultraviolet type A rays) not only cause

sunburn, sun poisoning, wrinkles, skin cancer, and the 
like, but can damage unprotected eyes as well. Boaters 
should protect eyes with a good pair of UV-rated sun- 
glasses. 

Wearing lightweight long clothing not only 
protects boaters from the sun, but also helps the body 
maintain a proper temperature. Add a broad-rimmed hat 
to the ensemble, not only for fashion, but for safety. 
Wearing bathing suits on boats is traditional, but may not 
afford necessary protection. If a member of the crew 
should succumb to the heat, it is very important to catch 
the problem early before heat prostration or heat stroke is 
manifested. At the first sign of a heat-related problem 
(feeling tired and/ or weak), give the person lots of water 
or a sport electrolytic replacing drink. Cool them down. 
Bathe them with wet cloths and fan them. Drinks with 
alcohol and sugar may taste good, but actually aid in 
dehydration. Remember that older folks and small 
children lose fluids rapidly. 

The average boater is not familiar with "Marine 
Environmental Fatigue Syndrome." This is a condition 
that affects both judgment and coordination caused by 
prolonged exposure to the sun, wind, motion, noise and 
occasionally breathing exhaust fumes. These are the 
conditions found while boating during any season. 
However, they are amplified during the summer because 
of heat and humidity. The symptoms of this syndrome are 
the same as intoxication, which include: lack of coordina- 
tion, poor depth perception, poor judgment and just plain 
fatigue. Special caution should be taken to avoid the use 
of alcohol since the effect of these beverages is linear 
while on the water. 

"Be prepared" is not only a good motto for the 
Boy Scouts, but is a wise rule of boating. Remember, you 
may be planning to go out for a short time, but you could 
be out for a long time. Boats do break down, and when 
they do boaters need to have emergency items and rations 
on board to survive. Have all of the required safety 
equipment. The USCG Auxiliary will give you a free, no 
obligation VSC (Vessel Safety Check). The prudent 
skipper always makes out a float plan. This is a simple 
precaution, lust write down: a short description and 
number of your boat, where you will be going, the route 
you will follow, how long you will be there, and what 
time folks should get worried and call authorities. Then, 
leave it with someone who will miss you if you don't 
return by the "worry time." 

Taking a boating safety program from the USCG 
Auxiliary is an excellent idea. Generally speaking, the 
savings on boating insurance recovers the minimal cost

Atlantis: The Lost Empire. With voices of Michael J. 
Fox and James Gamer. Directed by Gary Trousdale 
and Kirk Wise. Rated PG. Running time: 90 minutes.

This summer is shaping up to be a prime season for 
animation. And given that we're well into 2001 with all its 
Kubrickian connotations, it's appropriate that the much- 
maligned Disney studio has forgone its typical bland, "up- 
lifting" moral plays in favor of a straightforward science- 
fiction action-adventure romp titled Atlantis: The Lost Em- 
pire. Those expecting the usual Disney fare of cute crea- 
tures belting out Oscar-worthy production numbers or 
lush, meticulous panoramic scenes that would look better 
hanging on a museum wall than on a multiplex screen may 
be sadly disappointed with Atlantis. 

I, on the other hand, have grown weary of the recent 
Disney renaissance, post-Little Mermaid and Beauty and the 
Beast. As such, I found Atlantis a welcomed breath of fresh 
air — a smart, slick slice of adventure more in the tradi- 
tion of the Indiana Jones films and Disney's own classic 
live-action 20,000 Leagues Under the Sea (to which this film 
owes a noticeable debt) than The Lion King. Gone are the 
aforementioned soundtrack staples, the cute ready-for-f ast- 
food-fodder critters, and the plodding and predictable plot. 
What Atlantis delivers, instead, is a solid blend of action, 
adventure and sci-fi that just so happens to be couched in 
the guise of an animated feature. 

Pivoting its tale on the well-known legend of the lost 
city of Atlantis, submerged somewhere beneath fathoms 
of ocean, the film presents us with ersatz hero and scholar 
Milo James Thatch (voiced with great glee by Michael J. 
Fox), whose grandfather devoted his life's work to find- 
ing the elusive city of myth. When a former and well-to- 




do colleague of the late, elder Thatch offers Milo a chance 
to embark on an expedition to "discover" Atlantis, he is 
teamed up with a colorful rag-tag cast of characters in- 
cluding standouts Phil Morris (who played the Johnny 
Cochrane-type lawyer on Seinfeld) as the imposing Dr. 
Sweet and the great Don Novello (a/k/a "Father Guido 
Sarducci") as Mafioso-type explosives expert Vinnie 
Santorini. 

Directors Gary Trousdale and Kirk Wise (Disney's The 
Hunchback of Notre Dame) move the many action scenes 
along briskly and make great use of the impressive, 
broadstroke comic-book visual style, especially in the later 
aquatic Atlantis scenes. Key screenwriting credit is given 
to Tab Murphy (also of The Hunchback of Notre Dame), but I 
noticed Joss Whedon's (Buffy the Vampire Slayer) name 
tucked among a bevy of story/ script credits at the end ... 
which is not surprising given Whedon's penchant for witty 
group dynamics (a-la the so-called "Scooby Gang" in his 
own TV series). The expedition group here seems vaguely 
familiar: renegades following a reluctant hero-figure on a 
dangerous and difficult quest. Replace Milo with Buffy and 
you get the picture. 

Atlantis is a smart and savvy animated film that's 
equally entertaining for both young and old alike. And 
like recent adult-friendly non-Disney offerings, The Iron 
Giant and Titan A.E., it also shows that animation isn't just 
for kids anymore. With noticeable hints of the Japanimation 
influence throughout, Atlantis hails a maturing Disney 
bringing their formidable talents into the 21st century. For 
the thankful absence of singing animals alone, it's music 
to these (mouse) ears!

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Brick of Kubrick

• The Stanley Kubrick Collection. A boxed set of nine DVDs: 
Lolita, Dr. Strangelove, 2001: A Space Odyssey, A Clockwork 
Orange, Barry Lyndon, The Shining, FullMetal Jacket, Eyes Wide 
Shut, and Stanley Kubrick: A Life in Pictures. Suggested retail 
price: $179.99. Available now in stores or online. 

Finally, in the year Stanley Kubrick made famous, comes the 
DVD collection of his masterpieces that Warner should've put 
out in the first place. Two summers ago, in the wake of Kubrick's 
death and preceding the release of his final film Eyes Wide Shut, 
Warner hastily slapped together a boxed set of all his films from 
1962 to 1987. Theobjections to this set were heated andnumerous, 
beginning with the complaint that the image quality wasn't up to 
current DVD standards. To many eyes, Warner had spat on a 
legend by commissioning this rush job, particularly since the 
words "rush job" were not in the notoriously exacting Kubrick's 
vocabulary. 

All is forgiven. The new Stanley Kubrick Collection is 

worth every penny of its hefty price tag (though you can probably 
find it cheaper than its $180 retail). There are still a few miniscule 
flaws: Any Kubrick set missing his great Paths of Glory and his first 
epic Spartacus (both available on DVD from other companies) 
feels a tad incomplete, as if Kubrick's career didn't begin until 
Lolita. And the latter three films in the collection still aren't 
letterboxed, though Kubrick shot them full-frame — a square 
image approximating that of a television screen — and apparently 
intended them to be viewed this way on home video, since, as 
legend has it, he was horrified by how his widescreen 2001 was 
butchered on TV, and resolved thereafter to compose his films so 
that they would look acceptable on TV and home video. 

A note on that, for those Kubrick fans who may be holding 
off on buying these new DVDs because The Shining, Full Metal 
Jacket and Eyes Wide Shut aren't letterboxed. These full-frame 
transfers don't crop out any of the image on the sides, the way 
"pan and scan" tapes usually do; you just get a lot of headroom 
mat was matted over in theaters to create more of a rectangular 
frame. At worst, you might see things you weren't meant to see, 
like the helicopter blades during the opening credits of The 
Shining (which, in theaters, were covered by the matte). The 
additional headroom is particularly noticeable in Full Metal 
Jacket — you can easily picture where the matte would have 
gone. Personally, I think the discs should have included the full- 
frame version on one side and the letterboxed version on the 
other, as many DVDs do. And, since Barry Lyndon and A 
Clockwork Orange are (barely) letterboxed at 1.66, with very 
slim bars on the top and bottom, I can't really see why he 
would' ve judged those films worthy of letterboxing and others 
not. 

But why complain — especially when these movies have 
never looked or sounded better (except maybe inside Kubrick's 
head)? Barry Lyndon in particular, said to be the botch of the 
bunch last time, has been significantly cleaned up this time; it's 
finally beautiful again. And The Shining, which never struck me 
as being particularly dazzling visually — owing to years of 
watching the shoddy videotape transfer or worn-out theatrical 
prints — now asserts itself more than ever as spiritual kin to 
Kubrick's other misunderstood movie, Eyes Wide Shut; the two 
have a similar chilly approach to their tales of obsessive, frustrated 
husbands. 

You've never heard these films this way before, either. After 
2001 and until Eyes Wide Shut, Kubrick offered all his movies in 
mono sound — he didn't trust theaters to deliver a perfect stereo 
presentation, so he didn't bother designing stereo soundtracks. 
Now, though, since most DVD geeks are also sound geeks, 




restoration supervisor Leon Vitali (who first met Kubrick when 
acting in Barry Lyndon) chose to give most of the films (from 2001 
to Full Metal Jacket) new Dolby Digital 5.1 mixes. Even if you 
don't have a stereo system hooked up to your TV, the difference 
is obvious and sometimes shocking; the soundtrack music for 
The Shining has never been so aggressive — it's loud — and 
Clockwork's lovely Ludwig van conspires with Walter Carlos' 
Moog to do some ultraviolence to your eardrums. 

How about extras? For the most part, the movies are allowed 
to speak for themselves, which is a nice way of saying that, ha-ha, 
there aren't many extras. I still say audio commentaries by 
various people involved in the movies — Malcolm McDowell on 
Clockwork, Jack Nicholson on The Shining, Lee Ermey shouting 
at us throughout Full Metal Jacket — would' ve been nice. But 
The Shining does carry over the excellent short documentary 
Making The Shining by Kubrick's daughter Vivian, who catches 
Kubrick and cast members at their most frazzled. 

In a way, Vivian's film — which offers the rare pleasure of 
actually watching Kubrick at work — is preferable to Jan Harlan's 
film, Stanley Kubrick: A Life in Pictures, the 143-minute 
documentary available only with the set. To be sure, the film is 
compelling for Kubrick nerds, particularly when it unearths 
footage of Kubrick at ten years old; those who think of him only 
as the bearded, imposing Master of his later years will find this 
childhood footage amusing and humanizing. And there's decent 
(if sometimes superficial) coverage of each film, with 
corresponding interviews (though no Ryan O'Neal for Barry 
Lyndon, nobody from Full Metal Jacket except Matthew Modine, 
and various other odd omissions) and some behind-the-scenes 
footage. 

A Life in Pictures sells Kubrick not only as a genius (we 
knew that) but as a mostly well-liked and well-adjusted guy (we 
don't care). I enjoyed watching it once, but those who choose to 
buy some of the films on DVD individually shouldn't feel left out 
if they pass on the documentary. It isn't something you're likely 
to watch over and over, impressed anew each time by the brilliance 
of Kubrick. That's what his films are for.
